Albany’s record budget for 1956- 





37 was approved at Monday night's 
mecting of the city council. It calls 
for a total of $623,277 to run the 


city for the coming year. The bud-

Hogarth, the British 
painter, pictured “Hoyle on Whist” 
in one of his famous canvases, while 
Lord Byron, the illustrious poet, 
wrote in “Don Juan” that “Troy 
owes to Homer what Whist owes to! 


The reputation Edmond Hoyle es- 
‘tablished was so great that nearly 
two hundred years later his Code 
‘of Ethics and Fair Play fromthe 
‘Treatise on Whist was included, al- 
“most verbatim, in the Laws for Auc- 
tion and Contract Bridge!
